The more desperate Ger- 
many’s condition is reported to 
be, the more the Peace Conference 
is likely to be impressed with the 
fear that to impose severe penal- 
ties might drive the nation to des- 
pair and unite the whole people in 
a life-and-death struggle for what 
they regard as their self existence. 
It is possible that the German 
government, if there is still a Ger- 
man government, is actively con- 
cerned in manufacturing and send- 
ing abroad reports of the demoral- 
ized and desperate conditions of 
the country for the sake of the 
effect these may have upon the 
Peace Conference and the Allied 
peoples.

that man would have been spoken of 
by all the worldly-wise dullards about 
him as a wild-eyed visionary,, imprac- 
tical and disqualified to participate in 
the every day work of humanity. And 
yet that very miracle exists in the 
United States of America. And it ex- 
ists in still greater proportions, and 
with greater heterogenity of races, in 
|the British empire. I wonder how 
many wars would have been fought 
between Ontario and Quebec during 
the last hundred years had each been 
left in a state of “individual liberty” 
to look after its “interests’’!
